Part II. 

SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW DESCRIBING THE GENERAL NATURE OF WHAT WAS DISCUSSED: 

Mr. Colton was contacted regarding Applicants' amendment filed on 27 October 2010. The Examiner indicated that the 
amendment did not put the claims in condition for allowance, specifically, because they raised issues under 35 USC § 1 1272 nd 
paragraph. Furthermore, the amendment to include a method of use was previously restricted out and pertains to non-elected 
subject matter. The Examiner noted that a review of the application history showed that three RCEs have been filed in this 
application, and further indicated to Mr. Colton that no allowable subject matter in the method of preparation could be identified 
since the prior art discloses the claimed method of preparation and furthermore suggests the claimed concentration. However, the 
Examiner suggested Applicants consider pursuing the method of using the disclosed composition for treatment as that may be 
patentable, although the Examiner cautioned that no search on that subject matter has yet been performed.
